WHEREAS, City employees and others who 
participate in the "Day of Caring" will benefit from 
seeing human faces on the "needs" of this community, and 
the City will benefit from the hours these individuals 
work on community projects.

COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:

1995. 

The Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne supports City employees in their participation 
in the "Day of Caring" with pay, with the approval of 
each employee's Department and Division head.

Background: 



The United Way’s third annual “Day of Caring” anticipates 2,500 volunteers throughout the 
community who will come out from behind their desks and other work areas, roll up their 
sleeves, and form a “volunteer army” to assist local social service agencies and low-and 
moderate income families in the Fort Wayne community. Organizers estimate 75 projects will be 
completed on August 30, 1995—the Day of Caring. 


Support for the Resolution: 

The resolution states that the Fort Wayne Common Council formally supports participation by 
City employees in the “Day of Caring”. Passage of the resolution will allow City employees , 
with the approval of their Department and Division heads’ permission, to spend their workday on 
August 30, 1995 at a “Day of Caring” site.
